licans and democrats. Leo Meyer, as­ 
sistant secretary of state, has caus­ 
ed to he printed the Taylor election 
law amendments and those parts of 
the old election law that were not 
repealed.

A silly attack was made upon Mr. 
Meyer by this m ornings stat*- Cap­ 
ital because of this fact. 
The a r­ 
ticle in question objects to this lo ­ 
calise the tax payers must pay the 
bill. Nothing is of more imjvortancF 
to the tax payers than a knowledge 
of this and other important laws and 
it is an imperative duty of Mr. Mey­ 
er to let the people know the exact 
truth in regard to these much dis­ 
cussed amendments. 
There are with­ 
in the State of Oklahoma nearly 8.000 
election officers 
who have had no 
other means of knowing what the law 
is except 
the 
newspaper 
reports, 
many of which were entirely mislead­ 
ing. 
The secretary of state is the 
custodian of all laws, passed by the 
legislature, and (Mr. Meyer was as­ 
sum ing no authority in compiling the
